Should the pre- 
sent American tonnage tax be raised 
to the disfavor of Russian vessels, 
then the Russian tonnage tax will be 
correspondingly increased. It is stat- 
ed that the schedules are to be appli- 
cable to all countries which do not 
grant to Russia the mcut favored na- 
tion treatment in commerce and navi- 
gation, 

The proposal will be submitted to a 
financial commission. The authority 
for the propcsed legislation is explain- 
ed in an accompanying declaration in 
which it ig stated that the regular 
American tariff schedules which will 
be applicable to Russian goods at the 
expiration of the treaty of commerce 
and navigation cf 1832 will be so high 
as to be of a prohibitive character and 
that they greatly exceed the Russian 
normal! tariff and navigation § taxes 
which would be naturally applicable to 
American goods in the absence of the 


| treaty. 


GIGANTIC FRAUDS 


ARE UNEARTHED 


As Punishment for Stock Swindles 
Seid To Have Netted Millions in 
Profits to Promoters, Four Members 
of Firm Gct Year's Imprisonment 
Each. 


New York, Dec. 22—As punishment 
for carrying cm a stock swindle by 
mail alleged to have extended over a 
period of two years and to have net- 
ted millions in profit, four promoters 
caf the firm of Burr Brothers, incor- 


| porated, were each sentenced today 


to a year’s imprisonment on Black- 
well's Island, 

The prisoners are Shelton C, Burr, 
president of the corporation, his bre- 
ther Eugene H,, who was secretary- 
treasurer, Charles H, Tobey, yice-pres- 
ident, and Edwin Wesley Preston. 
Unexpectedly they offered pleas of 
guilty before Judge Holt cf the crim- 
inal branch of the United States cir- 
The indictment 
upon which they were called to face 
trial specifically charged a swindle in- 
volving $68,000 in connection with the 
sale of the stcck of the People’s Asso- 
ciation Oil Company, but the govern- 
ment alleges this was but one of a 
series of frauds estimated to have 
involved nearly $60,000,000 with $15,- 
000,000 profit to the promoters,

FEM MURRAY DISTRICT 


Colonel: Fah, of Vancouver, Veteran 
OW Prospector Returns from Visit 
to the North—BEnthuslastic About 

American treaty of commerce and Future of Country, 


Enthusiastic over the great district 
north of Edmonton and its splendia 
prospects for the future, Colonel J. § 
Finn, veteran oil prospector, progres- 
Sive business man and an expert in 
the work of building up a new coun- 
try .is a Visitor in the city for a few 
days. He came here recently from 
Vancouver, where he maintains head- 
quarters with the Atheasca Olls, 


Ltd., and which company he repre- 
sents in the Fort McMurray oil fields. 

Colonel Finn spent a part of the 
past summer and fall in the district 
350 miles north of Edmonton, direct- 
ing the oil operations in progress 
there, Work was started August 14, 
on a well eight miles trom Fort Mc- 
Kay and forty miles north of Fort 
MeoMurray, twelve men being  con- 
stantly employed in drilling until the 
water troze. A depth of 530 feet was 
attained, Meantime they struck oi) in 
large quantities, encountering a flow 
of the valuable stuff that experts de- 
clare should make the wel! a bonanza 
for its owners. 

The well ,located about two hun- 
dred feet east of the Athabasca river, 
Was a source O/* surprise to even the 
experienced oi} men engaged in oper- 
ating it, although it has been known 
for some time that the oil was there 
and only awaited development, 

To Resume Werk in the Spring. 

Operations have been suspended in 
the well until spring, when the work 
will be’ resumed with more vigor than 
sver. This will be made possible with 
the clearing of ice in the river during 
the month of April. The project is 
largely in the hands of Vancouver 
capitalists, 

“That is a wonderful country 
around Fort McMurray,” said Colonel 
Finn to a Bulletin representative at 
the St, James hotel yesterday after- 
noon, In fact it is a vast empire in 
itself and in my opinion, destined to 
become the greatest oil field in North 
America, I have spent many years in 
the oil flelds of West Virginia, Oka- 
homa, Texas, California and Ontario, 
and never in all my life have I seen 
anything to equal the favorable con- 
ditions existing in the Fort McMurray 
district. 


No Limit to Natural Gas, 

“And there ts natural gas in abund- 
ance all through that district. Why 
there is enough gas going to waste 
every day up there to supply all the 
heat required in the city of Edmon- 
ton and leave a surplus for several 
other cities in Central Alberta, 

“Then there is all kinds of coal for 
the digging in that country, sufficient 
to supply the whole province, and 
plenty of iron ,too, When I return to 
Yort McMurray in the spring I shall 
make it my special business, in con- 
nection with the ojl operations in 
which I am interested, to look Into 
the iron prospects, Oceans of it can 
be found on' all sides and immense 
fortunes are in sight for those who go 
after it. 

Incxhavstible Supply of Aspheit, 

“I believe that in the Fort McMur- 
ray country is the greatest supply of 
asphalt in the world, The asphalt to 
be fgund there in inexhaustible quan- 

| tities will grade 98 per cent., which 
is 4 per cent. higher grade than the 
South American product, now consid- 
ered the best in the market, 

“With all the rest of the natural 
products in that district, there is an 
endless supply of mineral paint and 
eypsum, I would not overlook the 
agricultural possibilities up there; 
either. Millions of acres of the richest 
soil under the sun can produce en- 
| ough grain and vegetables to supply 
a nation, 

Great Need of @ Railroad. 

“Of course, the one thing badly 
needed in the Fort MeMurray country 
is a railroad, I believe, however, it 
will come in the near future ,bringing 
Edmonton in direct communication 
| with that district, The distance to 
Wort McMurray will then be shorten- 
ed to about 250 miles from this city. 
To go by the devious ways of the Ath- 
| abasca river, as at present, one has 
| to travel approximately 350 miles,” 
n. R. Armit, who has a homestead

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At Last Yields To 
The Demands Of 
Russia. 


ADMINISTRATION 
DISPLEASED CZAR 


Persian Charge d’Affaires 
Announces Decision To 
Foreign Office. 


-__- 


London, Dee. 2—Persia tcday 

yielded to the demand of the R@ssian 
ultimatum that W. Morgan Shuster, 
an American, who holds the post of 
treasurer-general in the Persian gov- 
ernment, be dismissed from the service 
of the Persian gevernment. The Rus- 
sian ultimatum also calls for the pay- 
ment of an indemnity, which 18 to re- 
imburse Russia for money expended 
in sending an armed expedition into 
Persia to enforce her demands, 

Mr. Shuster’s administration c¢ Per- 
sian finances has been displeasing to 
Russia from the start and when he 
caused the seizure of property belong- 
ing to the brother of the ex-Shah, over 
the protest of the Russian vice-consul, 
Russia at first demand an apology, 
and when this was not forthcoming, 
called for the dismissal of Shuster. 
The Persian charge d'affaires at St. 
Petersburg called at the Russian for- 
eign office late today to announce of- 
ficially his government's decision to 
abide by the terms of the ultimatum. 
Up to a late hour tonight ,however, 
no public announcement had _ been 
made at Teheran of the recession of 
Persia from the defiant stand she ori- 
ginally took against the demands of 
the Czar's ministers, even in the face 
of threatened aggression, 

The delay in making public the fact 
that she had yielded to the Russian 
demands probably was through fear 
of the consequences af public resent- 
ment, Mr. Shuster still is without 
formal notice of his dismissal We 
is resolute in declaring that he wouid 
have nothing to do with the negotia- 
ticas and would only recognize the 
right of the national council to dis- 
pense with his services, 


OGILVIE’'S WILL BUILD 
NEW MILL IN THE WEST 


This is Announcement Made by Vice- 
President and Managing Director 
Thompson—Gencral Manager Will 
Go West to Make Selection of Site, 


Montreal, Dee, 22—In an interview 
today, F. W. Thompson, vice+presid- 
ent and managing director of the 
Ogilvie Flour Mills Company, Ltd., 
confirmed the report that the direc- 
tors of the Ogilvie Flour Company 
had decided upon the construction of 
a large milling plant at some central 
point west of Winnipeg. 

“The fact is,” Mr. Thompson said, 
“that the increasing demana for the 
standard products of the company 
has for some time past taxed our 
mills to the utmost and additional 
capacity in the far west is an impera- 
tive necessity.” 

“A, E. Black, general manager of 
the company is leaving for the west 
in afew days to decide definitely upon 
the location and will complete all the 
necessary preliminary arrangements, 
The constructions of the milis, eleva- 
tors and warehouse which are to be 
fireproof, will be started ag early as 
possible and we expect to have the 
entire plant completed and ready for 
operation in time to handle mext 
year's crop. 

“The initial capacity of the new 
mill will be 2,000 barrels per day 
with elevator capacity of 300,000 
bushels; the flour warehouse will al- 
low the storage of 100,000 bags of 
flour, The entire plant will be equip: 
ped with the most modern machinery 
in every department and the bulldings 
will be so designed that thie capacity 
can be increased in the future 4% cir- 
cumstances may demand.” 


NEW YORK HAS SLUMP 


Immigration Returns in American City 
Indicate An Immense Falling Of, 
New York, Dec, 22—One of the 

greatest slumps in foreign immigra- 

tion ever recorded at the port of New 

York is being written into the re- 

cords. Already they shcnw that nearly 

300,000 fewer immigrants have landed 

there up to the present time than for 

the corresponding period in 1910 and 
indications are, Commissioner Willi- 
ams states, that there will be a re- 
duction of 30 per cent over 1910 fer 
the year. The incoming tide of hu- 
manity is lower now than at any time 

since 1908.

Minneapolis, Dec, 22—"Now tho 
only way to get anything you want 
in politics In England ts to make 
yourself a nuisance.” The speaker 
was Dr, Reginald J. Campbell, Congre- 
gational pastor of the City Temple in 
London, England, who was in Minne- 
apolis today. 

Dr Campbell is.a national figure in 
the British Empire, and although he 
is but 40 years old, he has an intimate 
knowledge of men and measures and 
speaks with authority on things from 
religion to the militant  suffragette 
movement in London, 

“I favor the extension of political 
suffrage to wamen,” said Dr, Camp- 
bell “In fact, I am sure that they 
are going to get it. Lioyd George has 
spoken for it, and that is practical as- 
surances that the government is mak- 
ing a concession to the cause of wer 
men's suffrage.” 

Women Are Very Gentle. 

Dr. Campbell was asked if the wo- 
men are all very gentle, Take Lady 
sirations on the streets of London 
were in great esteem ir London. He 
answered; “Oh, dear, yes, The wo- 
men are al very gentle. Take Lady 
Constance Lytton, for example. She 
is one of the gentlest and sweetest 
of women. Her birth and breeding 
are very high indeed,’ 

Dr. Campbell is greatly interested 
in the new social laws in England, 
Ont of the new land tax, he said, the 
government expected to realize enough 
to carry on all of its social legislation. 

“The condition of the poorer classes 
has been greatly bettered in the last 
five years. This has been due almost 
entirely to the legislation of the Lib-

London, Dec, 22—British shipown- | 
ore apparently are not at all disturb.

RELIGOUS FREEDOM 
MAKING ‘PROGRESS 


Council of Kampire After Three Years 
Finally Admits Pinaciple of Kqual- 
ity Of Aeligions—State Will Permit 

But Not Recognize Any Other han 
Cirstian Keligions, 


St. Petersburg, Dec, 22—A more 
progressive attitude has been exhivived 
by the Council of Empire at its pre- 
sent session by the passage of the bill 
for religious treedom, which it had 
kept in the ccanmiltee stage for over 
three years, 

Though the measure issues from the 
Council of Empire in a shape greatly, 
differing from the version passed by 
the Duma, and with amendments lim-

Material for Fertilizer Will Not Como 
‘From Germany Longer. 


Washington, D.C., Dec, 21—The Un- 
ited States will not have to depend on 
Germany much longer for its potash 
with which to make fertilizer Se-:re- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson stated to- 
day. In the near future the United 
States should be able not. only to 
supply its own needs, hut alse to ®x- 
port @-—considerable amount of pot- 
ash, 

The principal source of American 
potash, the expert of the agricultural | 
department reports, will be in the he!p 
or seaweed of the Pacific ceast. "xe 
plant extracts potash salts and from 
25 to 35 per cent. of its weight in po- 
tassium chloride. The Pacific coast 
should yield annually about one nml- 
lion tons, worth $40,000,000, In ad- 
dition to the potash kelp conta ns 
idoine and many other , by-producfs 
which may more than pay the mana- 
facturing expenses, leaving the potash 
chloride free of cost.”

The possibility of Canada holding} 
the Olympic games some time in the 
near future has never been considered | 
formally at any meeting of the A.A. | 
U. of C., nor, to the best of my/| 
knowledge, by the Canadian Olympic | 
Committee, although we have discus- 
sed the question informally from 
time to time, 

An undertaking of this character 
would be one of such magnitude that! 
it is q question whether we would be 
justified at- the present stage of our 
athletic development in seeking to 
undertake so large q proposition, 

It seems to me _ that athletics in 
Canada are hardly adyanced enougn 
fo warrant us inviting the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee to hold the 
games here With the encouragement 
and development of all classes of ath-! 
letic sports, such as has been taking! 
place in Canada during the past three 
or four years, it is to be hoped that 
our athletes will soon be able to hold 
team competitions as 
well as in some of the individual con- 
tests, Until we can develop athletic 
material that is capable of winning 
for us @ moderate number of events 
in the different competitions, it woulda 


be a mistake to hold the games here. 

With regard to the above I am 
speaking altogether athletically. From 
a commercial and advertising view 


point the holdings of such games in 
Canada, would be of very great yalue,

During 
this time he had Miss Redding comw 
here from her home in Indianapolls, 
where he also formerly resided, and 
she did his affice work, A year iater 
Mr.Swift took up the iand deai at Veg- 
reville, formed a syndicate and became 
its managef. Misg Redding invested 
$895 in the land, and under a writ+ 
ten contract, it is stated, the title was 
to be vested in her name only until 
such time as the deal was perfected, 

Transfers Quarter Section to Sister,
